b. Claim 22, Lines 10-12, Replace: "so that said modular service unit can 
alternatively accommodate said bridging plate or said intermediate housing in 
combination with said reflector housing" with ~ so that said modular service unit 
can alternatively accommodate either said bridging plate or said intermediate 
housing in combination with said reflector housings ~ 

c. Cancel Claims 23 and 24.

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to Independent Claims 1 and 22, the Applicant has sufficiently amended and claimed a 
modular service unit incorporating a pair of elongate light fittings including a reflector 
housing having one or more light tubes. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of structural limitations claimed therein, specifically to the modular service 
unit alternatively accommodating either a bridging plate or an intermediate housing that 
can be solely releasably attached to or substantially supported by adjoining lowermost 
surfaces of the reflector housings. Subsequent Claims 2-21 are allowed due to 
dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
